Sic D. Eccles: Our cxports and re-
exports to China in 1957 were 13 per
cent. greater than in 1956. The corre-
sponding percentage for all destinations
was 4:2 per cent.  On the last part of the
Questioi, I would refer the hon. Member
to the remarks madc by the Pacliamentary
Sceretary to the Board of Trade in the
Adjournment debate on 3rd December
last. The prospects for an increase in our
exports to China appear quite good.

mechanisms which have a military appli-
cation. The list of embargocd goods was
published in the Board of Trade Journal
on the 7th June, 1957, and amendments
were issued in the Journal on the 2nd
August, 1957, and 3rd January, 1958,
I am sending copics to the hon.
